In recent years there has been much advocacy of plans for 
restriction of immigration by imposing more rigid tests at ports of 
entry, but discouragements have attended nearly all attempts to 
secure the necessary action by Congress. It was in the hope of 
obtaining reliable data on immigration that the commission headed 
by Senator Dillingham was created, and, aside from the lightness 
with which that body's researches have been treated by a part of 
the American press, the great amount of material collated will 
surely prove of immense value in connection with any measures 
taken to raise the status of the immigrant. Senator Dillingham 
estimated that the number of arrivals from abroad has _ reached 
since the civil war within 10,000,000 of the population in 1861, 
and these figures show the paramount need is more general distri- 
bution and assimilation. 

Close relations continued between new citizens in America and 
their brethren abroad, as Senator Dillingham explained, make busi- 
ness conditions the shore on which the tide of immigration ebbs 
and flows, news of every increase or lapse in prosperity being trans- 
mitted to the old countries. Also, he found that in 1907 new 
citizens sent to their native lands $141,000,000, and this outgo of 
American money is one of the very things the installation of postal 
banks is designed to check. 

Here, then, we have a promising combination of plans to benefit 
the immigrant and the country. » President Taft has declared in 
favor of diverting immigration from the four large ports that 
receive most of the inflow, and for wider distribution; postal banks 
will afford thoroughly safeguarded repositories for part of the mil- 
lions that now go abroad; the facts gathered by the immigration 
commission will enable organizations and individuals to assist the 
government in furthering the assimilation of these people. The 
problem appears much nearer to a solution.
